Like every collector I 
knew back then— and there 
weren't too many of us in 
the mid-1960s— I could tell 
time based on when Ruby's 
would get the new comics. 1 
was that fanatic and that 
dedicated to comic-book 
collecting. We were all that 
fanatic. And we did it for 
love, not for profit. 

I finally gave up comic 
collecting about ten years 
ago. about the same time I 
stopped arguing with my 
father. 1 stopped arguing be- 
cause my father and I be- 
came friends. 1 stopped col- 
lecting because my collec- 
tion and i became enemies. 

I hated that a collection I 
had pieced together with 
nickels and dimes and devo- 
tion and smart trades could 
suddenly be worth real 
money— more money, in 
fact, than New York aniver- 
sity offered me to attend its 
journalism school on full 
scholarship. I hated the fact 
that collecting wasn't for 
collectors and fanatic fans 
like me anymore. Most of 



all, I hated what comic-book 
collecting was becoming—a 
business for speculators 
and profiteers and pushy 
Harvard MBA-types who on- 
ly saw dollar signs where 
Jack Kirby and Sieve Ditko 
and Carl Barks had drawn 
universes. 

It's gotten even more 
bottom - line oriented 
in the years I've been 
away from collecting com- 
ics. It's Formal and profit- 
motivated and too much like 
all the other businesses I've 
covered as a reporter. I've 
never regretted cashing in 
my Blackhawks and Blue 
Beetles. It wasn't worth 
putting a price on my child- 

But I got a letter the other 
day and lis simple inno- 
cence and healthy fanati- 
cism struck a very familiar 
chord.
